gross irregularities in the conduct of 
said office and have indicted two per- 
sons in connection therewith."

The grand returned a total of Cve{ 


indictments, three of them secret,/ 
pending the filing of charges and t i i f e " 
arrest of three defendants. The re- 
port said 40 witnesses had been ex- 
amined. 


Text of Report 


The text of the grand jury report: 
"We, your grand jury, for the April 


adjourned term! of the Hempstead cir- 
cuit court, 1939, beg to report as fol- 
lows: 


"We have examined into all the 


crimes that have come to our knowl- 
edge and have found indictments in 
all cases where we thought the evi- 
dence was sufficient, and in so doing 
we have examined 40 witnesses and 
have returned into open court five 
indi contents. 


"We have examined into the conduct 


o£ the sheriff and collector's office for 
the year 1938 and have found gross 
irregularities in the conduct of said 
office and have indicted two persons 
in connection therewith. 


"We are glad to report that the pres- 


ent officers of the county are perform- 
ing their duties well and faithfully. 


"We wish to thank the court and all 


the officers of the court for the cour- 
tesies they have shown us, and espec- 
ially do we thank the city and munic- 
ipal officials for their courteousness in 
allowing us to use the municipal court 
room, and for their attention to our 
needs and wants, and having complet- 
ed, we now ask to be discharged." 


The report was signed by J. Mark 


Jackson, foreman, and J. M. Duffie, 
clerk. Following the reading of the 
report, Circuit Judge Dexter Bush dis- 
charged the jury, heard several cases 
already pending and then adjourned 
court until the October term. 


Audit Report Filed 


Accountants in the office of State 


Comptroller J. O. Goff field April 15. 
1939, 
a report covering an audit of 


financial affairs of Hempstead county 
in which it charged that J. E. Bearden, 
former sheriff and collector, is due 
the county $2,492.75 for settlement of 
regular and delinquent taxes collected 
in 1938 and 511,828.65 in fines assessed 
in circuit, justice of the peace and 
municipal courts. 


The April 15 report continued: 
"We have repeatedly

Whether the Danzig affair comes to crisis .ind war. no one yet knows. 


. But if it does*. It is just ns well for the world to remember that there is not 


the-faintest'excuse for this happening. 


The means of a peaceful Danzig settlement are at hand. Danzig is an 


artificial political-creation of the Versailles Treaty, whose administration is in 
the-hands of the'League- of Nations. 
" The league's commissioner. Dr. Karl Burckhardt. is on hand in that city. 


He is a; Swiss, and therefore neutral in the Danzig controversy. He is a 
scholarly man, devoted to peace and justice. 


Let it be granted that the league is not what it ought to be, nor even what 


it^was.. Let it be granted-that Germany is no longer a member of the league. 
and therefore no longer bound by it. 


Nevertheless. • not enough is being said about the fact that the Danzig 


situation can.be'peaceably settled. If it is not, it will be because somebody 
dbesn'i want to settle it peaceably. 


Both: Germany and Poland have claims in Danzig. The Germans have 


a claim to the city based on the fact that most of its people are German and 
presumably, would like to come under the German system. The Poles have 
a claim based on the fact that their country must have free access to the 
Baltic. 


•Very well. Are-these claims mutually exclusive? 
Is there no way in which Germany could have Danzig, yet Poland be 


assured-of 'a free outlet to the Baltic for its growing commerce? There must 
be such a'way, given the-merest shred of the will to find it. 


Th'e1 Poles have developed their own port city of Dclynia on the Baltic. 


What they need is assurance of the use of that port, equal assurance with 
Germany that they can use the Vistula basin which runs up through the 
neutralized corridor to the open Baltic and the world's trade. The Poles have 


tlkin large part abandoned Danzig anywhere, as a shipping point. Germany claims 
Igit wishes.only to restore Germans to the Reich.

Those World's Fairs Will Play Hob With the Feet- 


Watch'Em!1 


Now that two world's fair are operat- 


ing in different parts of the country. 
and now that hundreds of thousands 
of Americans are tramping miles over 
golf courses, many people's attent- 
ion will be forcibly directed to their 
feet. 
During the Chicago Century 


of Progress Exposition so many peo- 
ple suffered with painful feet that 
"World's Fair feet" almost came t 
be i\ standard diagnosis. 


The most comomn cause of tired, 


aching feet, is of course, strain on 
the muscles and the ligaments, which 
may be brought about by several 
different 
factors. 
An acute strain 


of the foot develops rapidly and is 
associated with a severe pain below 
the instep due to stretching of the 
ligaments. 


Chronic strain is also associated with 


pain below the instop. especially after 
long staduing or much walking. The 
foot may be movable, but is com- 
paratively 
stiff. 
This pain is also 


due to stretching of the ligaments 
and the adhesion about the joints. 


from an attempt to walk too soon 
after a; tong illness; sometimes it. is 
associated with a rapid increase In the 
weight of a.body which puts too much 
pressure' of> the tissue of the 
foot; 


sometimes it is associated with dif- 
ficulties'' affacting, the' circulation of 
the blood in the foot and, in other 
instances'particularly in women, it is 
associated with the wearing of shoes 
that are not adopted (o weight-bear- 
ing or wnlkin. 
The most common 


faults, nre heels that are too. high( 
loo.s that nre too narrow, shaks that 
arc too wide or fragile, and solo* of 
the shoes that nre loo thin. 


The first indication for relief is to 


rest the overstrained 
ligaments. 
If 


there is swelling, there must be rest 


in bed with the feet elevated, and 
sometimes with the application of heat 
to the feel. In such cases also 'alternate 
uppication of hot and cold Water— Hi 
minutes of hot and Vi minute of cold- 
repeated five to ten times morning 
and. night, will help to improve the 
circulwlion of the blood in the feet. 


If there are varicose veins, these 


should hnvo Ihe attention of n physi- 
cian. 


Especially important is the selection 


of .shoes suitable lo the weight that 
is to bo borne and to the amount 
of walking that is to bo done.

WASHINGTON - Practically every 


day since Munich, in Washington and 
in every part of the country that I 
have visited, ] have 
been asked 


these questions by newspaper men: 


"What is the state of our air de- 


fenses?" 


"How do we compare with Ger- 


many?" 


Since newspaper 
reporters reflect 


most accurately the state of the public 
mind, I presume all of America seeks 
the answers to these two questions. 


I am happy to state that ouc de- 


fenses on land, on sea and in the 
air have been strengthened and im- 
proved. 
In the air, especially, we 


have made significant progress. 


In the year ending July 1. we re- 


ceived from the industry approximat- 
ly 
700 airplanes which, 
type for 


type, can be matched against 
the 


best produced anywhere in Ac world. 
During the same period we allotted 
new contracts for more than 800 
planes which are in advance of many 
of the world's president outstanding 
models.

Germany or of any other nation. We 
are planning a system that adequately 
will defend America and its geo- 
graphical frontiers. 
We have taken 


fullly in to consideration our oceans, 
our manpower,

sources and other assets of national 
defense. 


We are trying to develop a pro- 


tective armor that will fit the American 
body and nothing more. What other 
nations feel they need for their mili- 
tary programs may not suit us at 
all. What we have in mind to pro- 
tect us may not fit them. 
We are 


committed to the defense of the west- 
ern hemisphere and the objective we 
intend to accomplish with planes of 
design, speed 
and endurance that 


will most effectively serve our pur- 
poses. 


When it comes to national defense 


the American people, regardless of 
political parties, stand firmly united. 
Responsible leaders in Congress, Re- 
publicans and Democrats, work as one. 
The President's program for air de- 
fense has merited the confidence its 
enjoys. 
An America united for nat- 


ional defense is our strongest bul- 
wark for peace.
